On the eve of his birthday, 
the Communist newspapers railed 
against him. In his own country

All this must 


surely have | 


pleased the 
cherubic, pink- 
faced Sir Win- 
ston Churchill 
who, as he 
moves today 
into his 81st year of life, always 
has seemed to seek the fierce 
light of controversy and has 
sniffed with delight the smoke 
of battle, saying like the Biblical 
warhorse, tia! Ha!’’ He likes 
to be noticed. Since his early 
boyhood he has felt that, be- 
yond any doubt, destiny early 
tapped him on the shoulder and 
knighted him to perform great 
deeds. He is not a modest man. 


_ There would, of course, be ar- 
gument about it, but it seems to 
me that if we were put to it to 
choose the man to whom our 
present Western civilization owes 
most, the choice almost inevi- 
tably would be the Prime Min- 
ister of Her Majesty’s govern- 
ment in those sceptered and oft- 
beleaguered isles. 

It was he who provided the 
one great beam of light, the 
pole of hope, in Europe as the 
gray-green Nazi hordes swept 
over Europe. 


One Man 


‘ It was Winston Churchill who, 
called upon by the Tories who 
had failed and who, in their fail- 
ure had maligned him, filled the 
breach. 

All of us, in those dark, fear- 
ful days hung on his words. In 
our own country the blind ones 
who thought we should have no 
®part in it, deceived themselves 
and many of us. (A few hours 
before the attack on Pearl Har- 
bor the Senate passed the Selec- 
tive Service Act by the margin 
of one vote.) This Same group 
has since sought to justify their 
own blinded eyes and minds by 
far-fetched and _  tortuously-ar- 
rived-at “‘proof’’ that somehow 
Franklin Roosevelt insisted on 
Japan attacking us at Pearl 
Harbor. They twist history to 
fit their theory. They ignore the 
Nazi war plans, which also 
called for aggression against us. 

The world had little with which 
to meet the Nazi attack. We 
were greatly aroused, for exam- 
ple, when before we were in, 
our home guard weapons, mostly 
old rifles and obsolete machine 
guns, were taken away without 
explanation. It was years later 
we were told they had been 
hastily shipped to England—a 
great collection of military junk 


—for use by the British if the | 


invasion came. 
Churchill made his 
speech, saying the British would 
fight them on the beaches and 
in the lanes .. . but the world 


which listened did not see the | 
weary man Who turned away | 


from the microphone, when fin- 
ished, and said, 


pitchforks.”’ 

We all rallied to his voice and 
to the great challenge which was 
in it. 

That he is a politician of first 
quality goes without saying. Poli- 
tics has been his life. His great- 
est triumph was his comeback 


after the British people had elect- | 


ed the Labor Party after war's 
end. 


Memory 


I recall watching him from 
the press gallery in the House 
of Commons in 1938. He was 
magnificent then as he attacked 
the Chamberlain government. It 
will always be one of my great 
memories that I heard him then 
as he predicted the results of 
the war in Spain—from which 
Britain, France, and we re- 
mained aloof while the Ger- 
mans and Italians tried out their 
new tanks and bombers, their 
strategy and tactics, and the 
Russians made their political 
entry into the travail of revo- 
lution. 

They laughed at him—the 
Chamberlain benches. They 
would sit back and ridicule him. 
But he persisted. And the 


Chamberlain government, arro- | 


gant and blind then, as our own, 
moved swiftly to disaster. It 
brought an almost defenseless 
nation into the greatest war in 
the history of an oft-tortured 
world. 

Then it suffered the great hu- 
miliation of having to call on 
him. He responded—and pro- 
vided the spirit which saved 
Western civilization. 

So, we wish him many more of 
these birthdays.

Fulton Will Continue 
2-Year Road Project 


Fulton County’s publi¢ roads improvement program 


for 1955 will include a continuation of a projected five-} 


year road-building program, A. Turner McDonald, public 
works superintendent, said Monday. 


M said that, in addition 
to the 40 miles of grading and 
paving planned for next year, 
major improvements will be con- 
tinued in roads projected for im- 
provements over the five-year 
period. 

Because of the amount of im- 
provements needed on roads in- 
cluded in the five-year project, 


McDonald explained the Public 
Works Department has been im- 
proving them in ‘‘two-mile bites’’ 
each year. This is being done be- 
cause the department feels it 
cannot tie up all its equipment 
and money on any one road, he 
said. 


Roads on which continued im- 
provements are planned include 
Medlock Bridge. Jones Bridge, 
Rueker and Cogburn in the north 
end of the county, and Cedar 
Grove, Campbellton-Redwine, Old 
Bill Cook and Cascade-Palmetto 
in the south. 

McDonald explained the roads 
would be included in a recom- 
mended read program which will 
be presented by him and County 
Manager A. E. Fuller to the coun- 


si. 


ty commissioners sometime dur- 
ing January. The commissioners 
usually make trips over each road 
in the program before appfoving 
it, he added. 

The 1955 road program ‘is made 
up from some 91 requests for 
road improvements. The requests 
cover more than 151 miles of im- 
provements. Roads included in 
the 1955 program will be those 
given the highest priority accord- 
ing to the number of homes they 
serve, the number of autos using 
them daily and other relevant 
data, McDonald added. 

All the roads planned for im- 
provements are school bus and 
mail routes. They will be included 
in a suggested public works bud- 
get of $1,259,000 for roads, 
bridges, storm sewers, mainte- 
nance and other operations.

MAIN SPEECH 


Gov. Talmadge, who made the 
principal speech, declared: 

“This building will be a non- 
profit institution to serve all the 
people. . . . The hospital hasn't 
received a dime from the city, 


the county, the state or the fed-| 


eral government. It was made 
possible by gifts from the people 
of Atlanta and Georgia.”’ 

The governor recalled that his 


father was a patient in the! old 
Piedmont Hospital before his 
death—and both of the governor's 
sons were born at Piedmont. 

“The old Piedmont Hospital has 
lasted 51 years,’’ he noted. ‘The 
new Piedmont Hospital will ‘be 
used for another half-centary 
or so.”’ 

He said the hospital “serves a 
great need”’ for people from all 
over the state.

Dr. Floyd McRae, chairman of

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Plans Don’t Build 
Primary Highways 


Eighteen people were killed on Geor- 
gia highways during ‘the Thanksgiving 
weekend. Eighteen families are missing 
either sons, daughters, fathers or mothers 
today. 

During the weekend, too, the State 
Highway Department issued an interest- 
ing summary of road building progress 
in the state. It was a good report and a 
factual statement of funds spent, miles 
of paving completed and future plans. 

The fact remains, however, that Geor- 
gia’s system of primary highways is in- 
capable of taking care of present-day 
traffic. They are inadequate today and 
become more so with each passing day 
that sees an increase in that traffic. 

The magnitude of the road building 
problem cannot be minimized. It does no 
good to second-guess and to worry over 
the fact that some of our roads in the 
past were poorly engineered, poorly built 
and planned without much thought of the 
future. We can, however, try to avoid 
those mistakes in present-day con- 
struction. 

Georgia is building roads on a pay- 
as-you-go basis. The State Constitution 
prohibits the issuing of bonds for that 
purpose. Our neighboring states, without 
that restriction, had gone into debt by 
1953 in amounts varying from $19,000,- 
000 in the case of Alabama to $155,000,- 
000 in North Carolina for road building 
purposes. 

Most of these neighboring states, too, 
have fewer miles of roads to build and 
maintain. Georgia’s road revenues have 
to be spread thinner. In 1953, for in- 
stance, the total spent on Georgia roads 
was $61,511,000—comparable to $52,000,- 
000 in Alabama and $74,000,000 in Ten- 
nessee. But the comparison of funds 
spent must be considered in the light of 
total road mileage in the various states. 
Georgia’s job is bigger. 

*x* * * 

The condition of the state’s roads 
today is not the product of the present 
administration nor of the present high- 
way department. It is the result of 
past mistakes, of political road building, 
of years of robbing the department of 
funds to make up deficits in other de- 
partments. Today it all adds up to a 
monumental problem that is staggering in 
its scope. 

Much is made in the report about 
planning. For instance, plans are dis- 
closed for rebuilding and _ relocating 
U.S. 78 from Atlanta to the Alabama 
line. This “is high on the list of work to 
be done in this area, only a temporary 
lack of funds now preventing it from 
being set for early letting.” The obvious 
question is how long will this lack of 
funds hold up a project that has already 
been completed from the Alabama line 
to Birmingham and from Augusta to 
Charleston? 

Plans are fine, but rebuilding of U.S. 
78 through Georgia cannot be put off 
for another decade. This, of course, is 
an interstate route and much of the ex- 
pense will be borne by the Federal Gov- 
ernment if President Eisenhower’s 
extensive road building proposals are 
approved. 

South Carolina, which has the South’s 
finest road system, estimates that it will 
need more than a billion dollars in the 
next few years to build roads to keep pace 
with traffic increase. The Georgia estimate 
is two billion. 

The point is simply this: Georgia’s 
economy and her millions of people ride 
upon the highways. Somehow we must 
find a way to build and construct a sys- 
tem of primary roads that will do the job. 

For our future, our state’s future and 
our very lives, we must build those roads. 
We cannot afford political road building, 
waste and temporary measures.

It Is Either Forward 
Or Backward for Tech 


Georgia Tech is an institution that 
means a lot to the state. 

It is a technological school, a place 
where young men prepare themselves for 
the world of electronics and machines. 
From Georgia Tech graduates come the 
knowledge and skills needed by the in- 
dustry of the New South. From Tech, too, 
come the fruits of research, the constant 
inquiry into the whys and wherefores of 
things; and the search for new uses and 
processés for Southern raw materials. 

As Georgia grows, as the South con- 
tinues to convert from agriculture to 
industry, Tech must also grow. If the 
South is to keep expanding at its present 
rate there must be schools of technology 
to train men for industry. There must be 
laboratories to work with, and do re- 
search for industrialists. 

Tech should continue to expand: But 
will it? The answer lies with the Board 
of Regents and the people of Georgia. 

Col. Blake ‘Van Leer, the president 
of Tech, has warned that the school 
may be forced to limit its enrollment 
because of lack of funds. Possibly even 


more ominous was Col. Van Leer’s state- 
ment that unless faculty salaries can be 
increased, Tech will lose some of its 
teaching staff to other schools and private 
industry. 

In this age when technical skills are 
the needed ones, in an era where there 
is an insatiable demand for, and short 
supply of technically trained men and 
women, schools like Georgia Tech have 
assumed a vitally new importance. 

Tech is one of the outstanding insti- 
tutions of its kind in the nation. Right 
now the school is at a crucial point in 
its history. The next year or so will tell 
whether Tech will’ continue to lead in 
research and education, or whether, 
through public indifference, it settles into 
the rut of mediocrity.

At Happiest in a Fight, 
Churchill Reaches 80 


As his 80th birthday arrived Winston 
Churchill, as usual, was happy in a fight. 

The Labor Party, glad to be able 
to forget for a time, at least, its own 
inter-party fight with Aneurin Bevan, 
the fiery and far-to-the-left Welshman, 
was demanding Churchill retire. Even the 
usually calm London Times was viewing 
with alarm the fact that Sir Winston ‘had 
said he had advised Field Marshal Mont- 
gomery, toward the end of the second 
great war, to stockpile German arms for 
possible rearmament of the defeated 
army in the event the Russians should 
keep coming—instead of halting at the 
agreed-upon lines. 

His friends ask what else should have 
been done—and point to Russian duplicity 
in later solemnly-arrived-at meetings— 
including the one of Yalta. Its pledges 
were all broken by Russia. 

The Russians, of course, are angry and 
are charging Sir Winston with being a 
hypocritical ally—conveniently forgetting 
their own accumulation of hypocrisies and 
violated covenants. 

Sir Winston doesn’t explain. He merely 
says it was a precautionary telegram he 
sent. If the Russians did stop as de- 
signed, no harm was done. If they hadn’t 
stopped, there would have been some 
measure of strength to oppose them. 

In a birthday-eve speech the Prime 
Minister warned his countrymen and the 
Western world against 
unprepared advances 
affairs.” 

The future, he thinks, is likely to be 
“harsh and stony,” as indeed it almost 
surely will. “Terrible pitfalls” await the 
peoples who “allow themselves to ad- 
vance incautiously and are unprepared 
or make grave errors of judgment.” 

He did not mention the Soviet Union. 

But there was no doubt what he 
meant ... do not hurry into a meeting 
with the Soviets until all possible pit- 
falls have been discovered: and decisions 
tested and retested before being proposed. 

The old boy is in rare form. And we 
join millions as others, who admire and 
love him, in cheers and best wishes to 
him on this—his birthday—and wish for 
him many more years of productive lead- 
ership.

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Dr. Fermi’s Experiments 


Now Benefit the World 


The death of Enrico Fermi, Italian- 
born scientist, of cancer, is a reminder 
that this awful malady is no respecter 
of genius or its worst enemies. The bril- 
liant Dr. Fermi’s research had led to new 
fields of attack on cancer but now he is 
its victim. 

Dr. Fermi, dead at 53, was known as 
the “architect of the atomic age.” His 
experiments at the University of Chi- 
cago led to the first nuclear chain reaction 
—a controlled reaction that led to the 
atomic bomb and opened up the vast 
possibilities of atomic power for human 
use. 

Dr. Fermi’s death points up another 
problem. He was not a native of the 
United States. In fact, many of the coun- 
try’s great scientists are foreign born. 
The atomic bomb could not have been 
made without them, Yet today it is next 
to impossible to bring the world’s best 
brains to this country. Dr. Fermi himself 
probably would be excluded. 

Science is not an exclusive property 
of any country or nationality. We need 
new ideas from all the free world to 
survive. : 

Dr. Fermi was a great Italian, a great 
American and a great benefactor of all 
mankind. The world is poorer by his 
passing.

Marshall Plan Aid 
Slated for Asia? 


WASHINGTON—The Eisenhower administra- 
tion is beginning to unfold its answer to the 


Communist threat of “‘nibbling subversion.”’ 
It is an economic answer, not primarily a military answer. 
It is a bold, imaginative program to give real econ®mic hope 


to the under-developed nations of 


Asia whose peoples are the \prey 


of ever-mounting Communist seduction and pressure. 


It has been under preparation 
for several months and the first 
outlines of its scope and character 
came out at a press conference 
which Harold E. Stassen, foreign 
operations administrator, held only 
a few minutes after he had talked 
with the President. 

What is projected is an Asian 
Marshall Plan more ambitious 
than anything the United States 
has been doing in the Far East 
thus far. 

The United States will not be the 
only contributor of economic as- 
sistance. This is one of its major 
departures from the Marshall 
Plan. Instead, the United States 
will invite all the European na- 
tions which participated in the 
Marshall Plan and which are now 
enjoying ‘“‘their best economic year 
-in history” to join in making a 
collective contribution, along with 
the U.S., to Asian economic ad- 
vancement. 

It is better that the United States 
should not be cast in the role of 
exclusive donor to the needy na- 
tions of the free world. It is im- 
portant for Europe to assist and it 
is important for the Asian coun- 
tries to have it thus demonstrated 
that the offered aid is not in any 
way a form of economic imperial- 
ism.

That the Soviet Union, having 
itself been an under-developed na- 
tion, continues to make a consider- 
able appeal to other Asian people 
of low standards of living with 
the theme: “Look how Russia has 
pulled itself up economically 
through authoritarian methods.”’ 

That the Asian people, while they 
are not naturally drawn to dic- 
tatorship philosophy, may well be 
tempted to sacrifice freedom for 
what they hope will be economic 
progress. 

That the Western nations, in the 
common interest of the free world, 
ought to help these nations achieve 
a visible economic advance and 
see a real hope for the future with- 
out sacrificing freedom to authori- 
tarianism.

Sen. McCarthy is rated hy 
shrewd politicians as much better 
adapted to the role of a tempo- 
rary rallying point for right wing 
dissidents than as an actual. can- 
didate’ for President in 1956. As a 
result, the more canny right wing 
strategists are leaning, not to a 
third party and an open revolt, 
but to an attempt to capture the 
Republican Party for themselves 
by 1956. 

Meanwhile, they regard the best 
tactics for the present are to use 
what is before them, in short, to 
exploit Sen. McCarthy for all 
he is worth. Consequently, they 
are busy now trying to keep the

possible, Evegtually they hope to 
get the censure resolution killed 


offshoot from the party in power, 


off or compromised. If that hap- 
pens, the result will be publicized 
as a demonstration of the strength 
of their right wing forces. Sen. 
McCarthy has become just a 
means to an end. 

His limitations as a presidential 
candidate on a third party ticket 
are patent. His appeal is nega- 
tive, directed to fear, hate and 
prejudice. He lacks a positive pro- 
gram which is necessary to stir 
enough people for success. 

Because of Sen. McCarthy’s 
obvious weakness as a presiden- 
tial candidate. on his own, the 
GOP right wing will depend rath- 
er on organized activity within the 
party and among the rank and 
file to capture it. For this pur- 
pose there is available the new 
organization, ‘For America,’’ in 
which the moving spirit is Col. 
Robert R. McCormick, publisher 
ofthe Chicago Tribune. This or- 
ganization would get recruits from 
others, such as the collection of 
retired generals and admirals who 
now are the drive to 
get signatures on a petition to the 
Senate on Sen. McCarthy’s behalf.

‘McQuinn is a human memorial to the virtue of patience. Five 
years,he waited for his chance to get ahead in the business of 
managing. He had gone -extensive training that dev2loped 
his tolerance to such a perfect pitth. 

For eight seasons M waited in the farm system 
of the New York Yankees while Lou Gehrig wore out his 
bovine constitution. He was the Yankees’ first base ineur- 
ance. Once they let him go te Cincinnati on a conditional 
deal, when it was apparent they’d lose him im the draft. 
When the Reds returned him, unwilling to meet the price, 
he was restored to the same old rut. 

In 1987, when. it séemed that Gehrig would, go on forever, 
the Yankees left McQuinn vulnerable on their Newark roster. He 
had played on one of the most remarkable teams the minor 
leagues ever saw. Every member went to the majors, including 
all seven pitchers and two catchers. The Yankees couldn’t cover 
up on all of them, so McQuinn was grabbed by the Browns, who 
had first pick in the draft. 

In less than two seasons Gehrig went to the bench a sick 
man and never played again. The unfortunate McQuinn was 
tied to the tracks with the miserable Frowns and no. hopes 
baseman, or they were until Casey Stengel discovered pla- 
toon baseball. 

In their hunt, they finally got around to McQuinn, 17 years 
after signing him as‘a boy. ‘I thought it was pretty nice of them 
to let me play first for them,” McQuinn said; “By that time, 
though, I had a bad back end I managed to stay in one piece 
long enough to show up for work each day. I Was just about at 
the end of the line.’

Gene McCann, a Yankee scout, happened to be in town at 
the time, saw McQuinn work out and told him to go home ‘‘urtil 
you hear from me,.’' Within two weeks McCann came for Mc- 
Quinn and delivered him to Wheeling, W.Va., where he. began 
his extended apprenticeship.

The test marks the first use of a 12-ounce container 
by Dr. Pepper. Present bottle size is 6% ounces. 

“We are the first major brand soft drink company to 
test throw-away containers on such a comprehensive scale,”

court in making the ultimate choice of which type of throw- 
away container is preferred.”’

People will kick over the 
traces not because lawlessness 
is so desirable in its own right 
as because they are low in 
spirit, deflated in ego, and 
hence wish to regain a feeling 
of importance and power.
